Opera ; we were exccedingly pleased with her personation of the cha- 
racter of Polly; she continually reminded us of her charming sister, 
and we are of opinion that she will come in for her full share of the 
laurels which Madame Vestris has so Jong worn. We were partica- 
larly pleased with the simple, thuugh rather hackneyed, ‘Ceaee your 
funning,’ in which she was rapturously applauded. The piece was 
given out for repetition, aud will, we doubt not, often delight the fre- 
quenter of this pretty Summer Theatre.

Monsieur Laporte could not have given a stronger proof of his de- 
sire to please the public than the introduction of Mademoiselle Mars, 
to a British audience. The fame of this lady has spread far and wide ;

performance of two very opposite characters last night, proved that 
we have no one on our stage whois worthy to be compared with her,—

&e. e Theatre presented a very splendid appearance—and in ad- 
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dition to playing for the first time before an audience perfectly new, 
Mademoiselle Mars had also to play before an audience perfectly 
dressed, several ladies in the circle exhibiting a toilette as recherchée . 
as her own. She acted the character of Hortense better than we ever 
saw her act it in Paris, and we need sny no more. She was not well 
supperted by Mainvielle, as Danville, Perlet would have played it bet- 
ter; but Armand brought his elegant deportment and unequalled grace 
into the part of the Due d’Elmar, and the scenes between him and 
Mars, were not acting, but reality. In the beautiful little afterpiece of 
Valerie, Mademoiselle Mars carried with her the feelings of the au- 
dience, even more powerfully than in the Comedy. At the conclusion 
the call for Mars was loud and universal, she appeared led on by M. 
Armand, whose grace and retiring modesty had their full share of the 
applause so liberally bestowed on, this delightful actress. We were 
most happy to observe nearly all the celebrated members of our stage 
present ; they may as safely study the grace, ease and elegance of Mars, 
as our artists adopt the most splendid specimens of Grecian sculpture. .
